In My Neighborhood 

The rain finally broke about the first week in February. Interestingly, the weather forecasts 
did not change all that much. They still called for partly cloudy or partly sunny and chance 
of rain, or showers, or some such indicating mat it probably won't be dry all day. In fact* 
some days we did get rain during the next couple of weeks. By the second week of 
February, the weather, while cool, was for the most part dear, sunny, and dry.
